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Lincoln's Call for Prayer 


ROUGH the generous gift of a 
Christian woman, the Great Com- 
mission Prayer League has been 
enabled to send a large number of tele- 
grams to Federal and State officials, 
saying that Christian people are praying 
for them, and urging them to call for 
special days of prayer.

Congressman from the State of Washing- 
ton, who happens to be a regular reader 
of THE Sunpay ScHOot Trmes. As a re- 
sult, on July 30 in the House of Repre- 
sentatives Congressman Smith made the 
following address, which was printed in 
the Congressional Record: 


Mr. Speaker, I desire to place in the 
Record a telegram which I recently re- 
ceived from the Great Commission 
Prayer League of Chicago. In 1863, dur- 
ing the darkest days of the Civil War, 
a period not unlike the present, Abraham 
Lincoln issued a manifesto designating 
a day of national prayer and repentance. 
He uttered words of wisdom which we 
would do well to heed. He set an: ex- 
ample for the Nation which we would 
do well to emulate in these and the try- 
ing days to come. I also insert Lincoln’s 
Manifesto of 1863. 

Chicago, Tll., July 10, 1942. 
In a recent wire to the President we 
quoted Abraham Lincoln's request for the 
supporting prayers of the people of God. 

His actual words were: “I go to a greater 

task than came to Washington, and I ask 

the prayers of God’s people that I may 
succeed.” A Biblical quotation apropos of 
this appeal is found in 1 Chronicles, chap- 
ter 5, verses 19 and 20. It says, “They 
cried to.God in the battle and He was 
entreated of them, because they put their 
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trust in Him.” Will you not use your 
good influence to promote an Allied 
Nations’ day of prayer? 


Great Commission Prayer LEAGUE. 


Abraham Lincoln’s manifesto reads as 
follows: 


“Whereas the Sehate of the United 
States, devoutly recognizing the supreme 
authority and just government of Al- 
mighty God in all the affairs of men and 
nations, has by a resolution requested 
the President to designate and set apart 
a day of national prayer and humiliation, 
and whereas, it is the duty of nations as 
well as of men to own their dependence 
upon the ever-ruling power of God, to 
confess their sins and transgressions in 
humble sorrow; yet with assured hope 
that genuine repentance will lead to 
mercy and pardon, and to recognize the 
sublime truth announced in the Holy 
Scriptures and proven by all history 
‘That those nations only are blessed 
whose God is the Lord.’ 


“And inasmuch as we know that by His 
Divine Law nations, like individuals, are 
subjected to punishments and chastise- 
ments in this world, may we not justly 
fear that the awful calamity of civil war 
which now desolates the land may be 
but a punishment inflicted upon us for 
our presumptuous sins to the needful 
end of our national reformation as a 
whole people. 


“We have been the recipients of the 
choicest bounties of Heaven; we have 
been preserved these many years in 
peace and prosperity; we have grown in 
number, wealth, and power as no other 
nation has ever grown. But we have 
forgotten God. 


“We have forgotten the gracious Hand 
which preserved us in peace and multi- 
plied and enriched and strengthened us, 
and we have vainly imagined, in the 
deceitfulness of our hearts, that all these 
blessirigs were produced by some supe- 
rior wisdom and virtue of our own. 


“Intoxicated with unbroken success we 
have become too self-sufficient to feel 
the necessity of redeeming and preserv- 
ing grace, too proud to pray to the God 
who made us. It behooves us, then, to 
humble ourselves before the offended 
Power, to confess our national sins, and 
to pray for clemency and forgiveness. 


“Now, therefore, in compliance with 
the request, and fully concurring in the 
views of the Senate, I do by this, my 
proclamation, designate and set apart 
Thursday, the 30th day of April, 1863, as 
a day of national humiliation, to abstain 
on that day from their ordinary secular 
pursuits, and to unite in their several 
places of public worship and devote to the 
humble discharge of the religious duties 
proper to that solemn occasion. All this 
being done in sincerity and truth, let 
us then rest humbly in the hope author- 
ized by the divine teachings, that the 
united cry of the Nation will be heard 
on high and answered with blessings 
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no less than the pardon of our national 
sins and the restoration of our divided 
and suffering country to its former happy 
condition of unity and peace.” 





It is a cause for thanksgiving that 
Congressman Smith had the courage of 
his convictions and spoke out clearly 
on the need for prayer; and that there 
are such Christian men as he in our 
Government. But they are in the minor- 
ity, and they need the prayers of Chris- 
tian people everywhere, 


Once again, as in former years, the 
Great Commission Prayer League is 
issuing a call for a Day of Prayer on 
Thanksgiving Day, Thursday, November

Notes on Open Letters 




















Not the Same James 


In Tue Sunpay Scuoot Truss of August 
29, 1942, under “‘Notes on Open Letters,” 
I notice what seems to be a slip, which 
I fear will cause considerable questioning 
in Bible classes, and cause much confu- 
sion unless corrected. 


The question regarding Galatians 2:9 
is headed, “Peter, James, and John” 
(whether essential or not, rather think it 
is) is incorrectly quoted, rather indiffer- 
ently I should say. The text has it, James, 
Cephas, and John. It makes a difference, 
because the brothers, James and John, 
the sons of Zebedee, are not the James 
and John spoken of in Galatians 2:9. 
Your notes seem to say they are. 


In the second paragraph of your an- 
swer to the question you say, “There is 
no question that Peter, James, and John 
occupied a place of leadership among the 
disciples, etc.” Then you give illustra- 
tions of your above _statement, four of 
them. Mark 5:37; Luke 5:8-10; Matthew 
17;1, 2; Mark 14:32, 33., Then following in 
the last paragraph you say, “It was the 
same three who ‘seemed’ (or ‘were re- 
puted’) ‘to be pillars’ that is, ‘weighty 
supporters of the church’” (the above 
commentary). “Of them Paul writes,” etc., 
to end of Galatians 2:9. In this last para- 
graph where you say, “It was the same 
three who ‘seemed,’” and “of them Paul 
writes,” the James is not the son of Zeb- 
edee or brother of John, as in the four 
quotations that you quote above, but 
James the Just. He is so called by Jamie- 
son, Fausset, and Brown. 

I am aware that this was simply a slip, 
but because those two James are so often 
confused, I am writing in, the hope it 
may be corrected and cleared up.—A 
former missionary to Korea. 


Will you kindly correct your statement 
on page 678 (2), August 29, in which you 
confuse James, the half-brother of Jesus, 
of whom Paul writes in Galatians 2:9, 
and who was the president of the Jeru- 
salem Church that gathered for the Acts 
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15. oceasion,- with James, the brother .of 
John, who was killed by Herod, Acts 
12:2? The James of Galatians 2:9 could 
not have been with Jesus at the Trans- 
figuration; at the raising of Jairus’ 
daughter, and in Gethsemane, for he did 
not believe in Christ (John 7:5), and 
does not seem to have grown convinced 
until Jesus met him after the resurrec- 
tion, 1 Corinthians 15:7—Yours in His 
service, a California reader, 

These readers are right, and the Edi- 
tor appreciates their interest in calling 
attention to this mistake. Here are 
some of the. passages referred to by the 
two correspondents: 

Is not this ‘the carpenter’s son? is not 
his mother: called Mary? and his brethren, 


James, and. Joses, and Simon, and Judas? 
(Matt. 13:55.) 


For neither did his brethren believe in 
him (Jehn 7:5). 


After that, he was seen of James; then 
of all the apostles (1 Cor.. 15:7). 

And he killed James the brother of John 
with the sword (Acts 12:2). 

But other of the apostles saw -I- none, 
save James the Lord’s brother. (Gali 1:19). 

Obviously: the leader in the Jerusalem 
Council could not have been the same 
as the-son of Zebedee. - An article: on 
Jamés in. the Davis Bible Dictionary, 
signed B..B: W. (perhaps: the well- 
known theologian, Benjamin B.’ War- 
field), lists four James: James the son 
of Zebedee; James the son of Alphaeus 
and one of the apostles of our Lord; 
James, the Lord’s brother and the head 
of the church at Jerusalem in the apds- 
tolic age; and James, the father or 
brother of the apostle Judas (Luke 6: 
16; Acts 1:13).

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Desert of Gobi interposes its 
still and often beautiful wastes be- 
tween the pasture lands of Outer 
Mongolia and the dusty provinces of 
North China. In the east it gives place 
to‘ the steppe where sturdy Mongol 
ponies are raised; to the west it sprawls 
across the province of Kansu to join 
hands with the yet more fearsome Tak- 
lamakan Desert of southeast Turkestan. 
Together these two arid tracts constitute 
a large part of the dead heart of Asia. 
In this vast and little known area live 
some millions of human beings of mixed 
races and varying tongues. The Turki, 
Mongol, Tartar, Qazaq, Kirghiz, and Tun- 
gan are there; Chinese and Russian, too. 
Some of Christ’s “other sheep” are there, 
and it is truly an “uttermost part of 
the earth.” That is why we crossed the 
Gobi. 
The Only Open Route 

The China Inland Mission had inau- 
gurated a Forward Movement, and six 
of us of the two hundred new workers 
whom God called and sent to China 
within the two years, 1929-31, were ap- 
pointed to join the lonely pioneers of 
China’s Far Northwest. Indeed, Mr. 
George Hunter, the veteran of these 
workers, was to escort us back to his 
large and difficult field. 

We had to cross the Gobi because at 
that time no other route was open to 
China’s “New Dominion” —Sinkiang, or 
Chinese Turkestan as it is also called. 
We thus faced a journey of some eight- 
een hundred miles from Kalgan in North 
China to Tihwa (or Urumtsi), which is 
the capital of Sinkiang and which had 
been the only mission center in the 
north of that immense province. It was 
decided to attempt the journey by truck. 
Few motor vehicles had gone that way 
before and when they had they were 
usually fully equipped. “The Citroen 
Trans-Asiatic Expedition, 


The journey described in this arti- 
cle is unusual, yet it is typical of 
the arduous treks made by mission- 
aries on many fields to carry the 
Gospel to those who have never 
heard. In China’s Millions for Oc- 
tober there are two articles by Mr. 
Joyce on work among the Moslems, 
accompanied by original map and 
photographs, Stereopticon slides have 
been made from many of Mr. Joyce’s 
fine colored pictures, and he gives 
most interesting talks on his work in 
China. 


There is more about the great Gobi 
Desert in books by three missionaries 
of the China Inland Mission. Among 
these fascinating books of travel and 
missionary experiences by the Misses 
Mildred Cable and Evangeline and 
Francesca French are “Something 
Happened” ($1.75); “A Desert Jour- 
nal” ($1); “Through Jade Gate and 
Central Asia” ($1); and “The Making 
of a Pioneer” (75 cents), a biography 
of Percy Mather. All may be had 
from the China Inland Mission, 237

Gasoline was the great problem. The 
scientific expeditions had always sent 
supplies several weeks or months ahead 
by camel and made dumps along their 
proposed route. It was too late in the 
season for us to do this, so we had to 
carry what we needed, that is, what we 
thought would be enough. We were 
told that 10 miles per gallon would be 
a safe average figure for gas consump- 
tion. We set out from Kalgan in Sep- 
tember, 1932, with two’ Ford trucks and 
about 100 gallons more fuel than this 
figure called for. We were our own 
chauffeurs, mechanics, cooks, and coolies, 





for example, had as many 
as nine chosen mechanics, 
and seven tractor-type motor 
cars. Dr. Sven Hedin had 
also crossed the Gobi Desert, 
but his undertaking was 
also most highly equipped 
and had scientific experts 
from five nations.” We could 
not attempt anything on this 
scale, but got all the infor- 
mation we could and made 
every preparation within our 
power. Our confidence was 


RUSSIAN 
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but had one of Sven Hedin’s Mongols as 
guide and handyman. 

A mere four days’ travel across the 
comparatively easygoing steppe (that is, 
easy compared with what lay in store 
for us on the Gobi proper) revealed 
to us that the figure of 10 m.p.g. was 
hardly being approximated. We were 
not a little encouraged therefore to pro- 
cure 50 gallons of the precious fluid at 
an important caravan junction to which 
cars came occasionally from China, After 
leaving that place there could be no 
turning back. The desert with its diffi- 
culties lay ahead and — beyond the dif- 
ficulties — our destination. 

Difficulties? Yes. Try to visualize 
them as you read, and I will give you 
a few samples: Two and a half hours’ 
work to rescue one of the trucks that 
became perched at a precarious angle on 
the edge of a bank which had given 
way; traveled for eleven hours one day 
doing only seventy miles, and of these 
less than five in top gear; on another 
occasion — five and one-half hours’ work, 
digging, shoveling, trying to improvise 
a hard surface with brushwood and a 
few stones so as to extricate the two 
trucks from their respective holes, and 
—on the same day —six miles all done 
in second gear; another day, two and 
one-half miles all in first gear, consum- 
ing over two gallons of gas! 


A Cache of Gas, —and a Salesman 


At length “half-way house” was 
reached —the Edsingol Delta. Here we 
saw real trees and cooling streams in- 
stead of the tantalizing mirages of the 
open desert. We knew that beyond this 
pleasant but limited area lay a stretch 
of the Gobi more terrifying than that 
which we had already crossed. We 
knew also we had not sufficient gas left 
to reach Hami, the first town we would 
come to in Chinese Turkestan. But we 
found that here by the banks

of one of the streams there 
was a dump of 50 gallons of 
gasoline, and, to double the 
wonder, here also was a 
member of the Sven Hedin 
Expedition which owned the 
gas. We had known that a 
stock of gas might be found 
there, but it could only ~-be 





by “chance” that someone 














with authority to dispose of 
it could be there when we 
arrived. Our major prob- 
lem was solved, but there 








in God who was sending us 
and would see us through. 
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rivers and two salt lakes in which these 
rivers lost themselves defied us to ad- 
vance. To make matters worse the way 
around these lakes was over a surface 
which we were told would challenge 
the best performance of the lightest cars 
and the lowest gears. We compromised 
by circumventing one of the lakes, leav- 
ing only one river to cross. We got 
through, but not without the help of 
camels which carried the contents of the 
trucks across all three rivers and pulled 
the trucks themselves through the third 
—a new experience for the camels and 
for us. 


Hami was reached with the tank 
meters registering only about ten gal- 
lons per car and still 450 miles to go 
to Tihwa. There was gas in Hami, but 
in Tihwa was the Chinese governor who 
owned the gas and who showed a dis- 
tinct liking for our trucks but not for 
us. He went so far as to suggest that 
we should return to China proper and 
leave the trueks with him! After a 
fortnight’s delay the doctor in our party 
was allowed to exchange some of his 
medicines for gas, and so we were on 
the move again, picking up a few gal- 
lons more at a small town en route 
where the official was an old friend of 
Mr. Hunter’s. Still we had not enough 
and reached Kucheng almost dry, 150 
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miles short of our destination. We 
finally completed the journey after gas 
had been specially sent down from the 
capital for us by the governor. 
Calculations revealed that for the dis- 
tance of 1,760 miles from Kalgan our 
gas consumption had been an average 
of five and one-half miles per gallon 
instead of the estimated figure of ten! 
If we had known before starting that 
we would need all that much extra we 
could not have undertaken the trip; not 
then at least, for the two trucks were 
fully loaded, while to have taken a third 
would not have been practicable for 
several reasons. Further, if we had not 
gone then we would almost certainly 
have never gone at all, for we slipped 
into Sinkiang and got through to Urum- 
tsi during a lull in a Mohamm<dan re- 
bellion which shortly after flared up and 
threw the whole province into a ferment 
for several years. Indeed, Mr.. Hunter’s 
colleague, seeing this serious trouble 
brewing, had written to the mission 
headquarters advising that the party be 
held back. This letter reached Shanghai 
too late. We were already beyond re- 
call.

A Christian Scientist and a Christian Nurse

T= story begins when the new 
nurse appeared to take over the 
duties for a week or ten days while 
the regular nurse went on a vacation. 
The order of routine was given, which 
included the reading of Christian Sci- 
ence and making out of bi-weekly re- 
ports to a California practitioner. 

“T wiil read the Bible gladly,” said the 
new nurse, “but I will have nothing to 
do with Christian Science.” “I don’t 
believe in Christian Science either,” said 
the other nurse, “but I read it to him, 
for he gets so much comfort from it.” 


The relief nurse took up her work. 
Her first difficulty was finding her way 
around in that big, beautiful castle. Her 
second difficulty stirred her very being, 
for she met with ribaldry and the very 
modern way of using God’s name in 
vain. 

When the ten days were up a letter 
came, but no nurse. Surely she was 
coming back to the place which “had 
only one obiectionable feature,” that she 
was not permitted to eat with the fam- 
ily. As for the relief nurse, she much 
preferred a corner in the kitchen where 
she could bow her head and thank God 


for food and ask Him to make her a 
blessing in this home. 

In the afternoon the sick man would 
be seen in the cheery loungirg room, 
reading Mary Baker Eddy. His lament 
was, “Oh, if I only had faith I would 
never need to call for a hypo.” Once 
he became desperate and called out, 
“Read that book to me.” The nurse 
picked it up and read,—but the hypo 
was again administered to substitute for 
lack of faith. 

After much personal prayer and re- 
quested prayer from her church, the 
nurse was given courage to walk into 
the sickroom with the Bible in her 
hand. “Would you like to have me read 
the Faith chapter to you?” the nurse 
asked. There was a startled look in his 
face, perhaps because that was the all- 
absorbing topic of his life, but he con- 
sented, and she read Hebrews 11. 

When she finished the chapter there 
was a silence, then these words: “Have 
you anything else like that, that you 
could read to me? I am trying to read 
Christian Science, but I cannot get a 
thing out of it.” 

“The Bible has much to say about 
faith,” she replied. “It says in Romans 
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10:17; ‘Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.’ It is not 
a new faith that you want, but a new 
object to put your faith in. Take the 


same faith that you have in money, edu-. 


cation, and self, and put it in Christ; 
then you will be able to say with Paul 
(Phil. 4:13), ‘I can do all things ‘through 
Christ which strengtheneth me.’ In John 
14:26 you have the Teacher, or in other 
words, the key to the Scripture. The 
Lord Jesus is speaking, and He says, 
‘The Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, 
he shall teach you all things.’” 

That evening marked the beginning 
of a great event which was to take place 
in the future. The opening had been 
made which led to the reading of the 
Word of God. An opportunity was made 
a few evenings later for the nurse to 
tell of her conversion. 

A month passed by. As the nurse was 
leaving the-room one evening, the pa- 
tient called and said: “My other nurse 
has written, but she is not enthusiastic 
about coming back. You are a good 
Christian woman, and I need somebody 
who is interested in me.” 

At this time a card came from a 
Vashon Island friend, saying: “Your 
patient’s name is very familiar. Would 
you ask if he has ever lived in Gothen- 
burg, Nebraska?” He had, and he re- 
membered her relatives. 

“My own nurse,” as he called her, re- 
turned, and the relief nurse went to 
spend a day with the Vashon Island 
friend. In that home was the picture 
of the senior Gothenburg friends. She 
spoke of the Christian mother especially. 
“They were poor people, but they were 
thrifty and honest, and they had the faith 
so pronounced in true believers. I hope,” 
said the Vashon Island friend, “that you 
will be called back, for you have a 
much needed work to do in that home.” 
Then she wrote the sick man a letter, 
enclosing.a copy of “The Log of the 
Good Ship Grace,” which had the story 
of First Mate Bob’s: conversion. 

The next day there was a call asking 
the relief nurse to come back perma- 
nently. .She shrank from the task, but 
her friend’s persuasive words bore 
weight and she accepted. 

The nurse read the Bible to the pa- 
tient whenever he permitted it. She 
showed him the plan of salvation, and 
he believed it all, but yet he said he did 
not have the assurance of salvation. He 
wanted to know about the things of 
God, but his object was to regain his 
health, 

One day he asked the nurse why she 
would not read Christian Science to him. 
He said that because of her Christian 
faith he was sure that she could help 
him understand it. She replied: “I can 
read Christian Science so you can see 
for yourself all that there is to see, but 
you must be willing to discard all that 
your mother taught you and begin with 
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Mary Baker Eddy’s teachings of who and 
what God is. Your mother taught you 
that there is a Trinity, ‘In the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy. Ghost’ (Matt. 28:19). There are 
three persons in-one. Mary Baker Eddy 
says, ‘God is not a person. The theory 
of three persons in one God suggests 
heathen gods.’ She says, ‘God is an im- 
personal being.” Your mother taught 
you, ‘A virgin shall conceive, and bear 
a son, and shall call his name Immanuel’ 
(Isa. 7:14), which is God to us. Mary 
Baker Eddy says, ‘Jesus Christ is not 
God .as he is said to have declared. The 
virgin-mother conceived the idea of God, 
and gave to her ideal the name Jesus.’ 
Your mother taught you, ‘All have sin- 
ned’ (Rom, 3:23), and ‘the soul that 
sinneth it shall die” Mary Baker Eddy 
says, ‘Man is incapable of sin. So long 
as we believe that a soul can sin we can 
never understand the Science of being.’ 
You learned, ‘The blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin’ (1 
John 1:7). She teaches, ‘The blood of 
Jesus Christ was of no more avail when 
it was shed upon the cursed tree than 
when it flowed in daily life” You know 
what the Bible says about the death and 
resurrection. Mary Baker Eddy says, 
‘They saw Him after the crucifixion and 
learned that he had never died.” Now 
do you see what your difficulty is? You 
are using the foundation your Christian 
parents laid for your faith in Christ 
Jesus and attempting to understand 
“Science and Health,” and it just cannot 
be done. Just as you said, I cannot get 
a thing out of it.’” 


“God Doesn’t Hear My Prayers” 


This first reading was not altogether 
consoling to the sick man, who said, “If 
you are going to read like that, I don’t 
know that I want you to read.” 

At this time a missionary from Alaska 
came over to see the nurse. She was 
the daughter of the Vashon Island friend. 
She was introduced to the patient, who 
visited with her and said that when he 
was better he would answer her mother’s 
letter. The missionary was a real in- 
spiration to the sick man, for he said a 
few days later, “There must be some- 
thing in the Christian religion that we 
know nothing about, when a fine looking 
young girl like that will give up friends 
and pleasure and go up and live with 
the Indians.” 

One evening about nine-thirty, after a 
very trying day, the patient lifted his 
eyes heavenward and cried, “O God, 
help me!’—the physical pain was so 
great. Then he said, “Pray for me, Nurse, 
God doesn’t hear my prayers.” How 
utterly alone she felt with that man, 
so sick in that godless place. The burden 
of prayer rested heavy and she did not 
sleep that night. 

The next morning she was called to

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the telephone. A strange voice said: 
“We prayed for your patient last night, 
on Vashon Island. A friend made the 
request, and we gathered a few of us 
after the camp meeting and prayed.” 
The nurse tried to talk, but her voice 
broke as she felt the goodness of God 
in that hour when she thought she stood 
alone, yet not alone. When she told the 
patient, he, too, marveled that at the 
time he called for prayer, already a num- 
ber were on their knees in his behalf. 
» Prayer calls were sent out, and there 
was such concern among God’s people 
that the patient could not help but feel 
the concern they had for him. Yet he 
refused to have anybody come to talk to 
him about his soul. He would say, “Why 
should I have anybody else when I have 
you?” She thought that a man could 
talk to a man better than a woman. 
One morning the patient said, “A mir- 
acle has happened to me. My pain is 
all gone.” A miracle it was, that as- 
tounded everybody. The pain never did 
return. The doctor could give no ex- 
planation. He was baffled and said, “But 
basically it was cancer.” 


Memories of His Mother 


The patient was very grateful, ‘and 
now he was more willing to have the 
Word read to him, and he began ask- 
ing searching questions. He also began 
talking about his mother and their won- 
derful home life. She had never been 
so very well. He said: “I always helped 
Mother with the housework, even to 
making of rugs. I made rugs until I 
looked like one.” He told of her faith 
in God; how, when she came to this 
country she was detained at Ellis Island 
with two sick children and had to send 
her two boys, aged ten and six, clear 
across the country with placards on their 
backs giving their names and destina- 
tion. “We could not speak a word of Eng- 
lish,” he said, “and we had no food with 
us, yet we had plenty to eat and arrived 
safe and happy at Gotenburg, Nebraska, 
where Father met us.” He told, too, 
how his mother would climb up into 
the loft to teach the children in bed 
and to pray with them. He said they 
never went anywhere but among Chris- 
tian people, and that thanks was always 
returned at the table. 

He began contrasting the family life 
and associations in his mother’s home 
with that of his own, and he began to 
see the futility of having been known 
as “the Big Joe.” Once when his daugh- 
ter came into the room with a glass of 
beer, he said, “Beer again!” “Beer 
again?” she said. “Father, you should 
talk!” He was mocked by his own chil- 
dren, like Lot. 

One evening about 10 p. m. the nurse 
asked if he would like to have her read 
to him. There was no objection, so she 
read Matthew 11, the story of the gift 
of God, the message God has pledged 
Himself to bless. They had a most in- 
spiring time. All too soon the daughter 
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appeared at the door with a clock in 
her hand. “What are you folks doing 
up so late?” she asked. The nurse looked 
up at the clock and it showed midnight. 
She pointed her finger and said, “You 
have turned the hands ahead.” The 
daughter laughed and said, “No, I 
haven’t.”. The nurse closed the Bible, 
and the patient said, “Good night, and 
thank you ever so much.” Although the 
clock had struck midnight, and darkness 
was all about him, there was a great 
light dawning within him, for the arrow 
of conviction struck him that night. He 
had direct dealings with God. He saw 
something in Christ that made him give 
himself up. 

The next morning, after the nurse had 
helped him into his bathrobe and he 
was sitting on the edge of his bed, he 
said: “I lay awake for two hours after 
you left me last night, talking to God. 
I promised him I would be an example 
and go out and show the world how 
life should be lived. Such peace and 
joy came to me I did not want to go 
to sleep after that.” He reached out 
and took her hand and said, “Pray for 
me.” 

What a moment! The nurse dropped 
to her knees and thanked God for His 


unspeakable grace and power to raise 


men from sin to Heaven’s glory. While 
she was praying someone came booming 
into the room, but when she arose they 
were alone, and the door was shut tight. 

“I believed every word you told me 
about your conversion when you first 
came here,” he said, “but I never thought 
God would ever give me as good a one 
as that.” 

“But He has, hasn’t He?” 

“O yes, yes, He has.” Then he closed 
his eyes ard prayed, “Lord, thou dost 
know all my needs. My greatest need 
was met at Calvary. It was for my sin 
Christ died. ‘Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.’” The transaction had 
been made. His part was to come, and 
God’s part was to give. 

Even the old nature in the patient 
asserted itself at times and would make 
one think he was still in his unregen- 
erate state. He said one day to the nurse: 
“It is hard for a religious man to keep 
from swearing. I have lived all these 
years and never has the Devil bothered 
me, but now he is after me all the time.” 


Witnessing to His Family 


One Sunday evening the father re- 
quested that his daughter come to his 
room, even though he knew she had 
guests downstairs. He knew if she was 
in his room the family would follow. 
His purpose was evident, when the “Old 
Fashioned Revival Hour” radio program 
came on. There was much talking and 
laughing until the father said in his 
weak voice, “I am trying to listen to 
this program.” One of the boys quietly 
kept beating time with his foot. Soon 
“Christ Receiveth Sinful Men” came over

the air. The big fellow looked small 
as a mouse as he went out of the door, 
followed more leisurely by the others. 

At night members of the family took 
turns sitting up with the sick father. He 
dealt with them individually during 
these quiet night hours. 

“Don’t run away,” the patient would 
say at night, after the nurse had admin- 
istered aid, “sit down and talk to me or 
read to me.” On occasions when the 
daughter was present, as the nurse sat 
reading, there would be the sweetest 
look of wonder on the daughter’s face 
as she marveled at the benefit her father 
was getting from the Scriptures. She 
told him, too, that she prayed for him, 
and this greatly pleased him. 

When a portfolio of First Mate Bob 
and his family was received and placed 
on his big new radio, the fine, open faces 
in the picture made it very attractive, 
and friends would say, “Whose picture?” 
That gave opportunity for testimony. 

“The first thing I am going to do when 
I get well,” said the patient, “is to go 
to Bellingham where my folks lived and 
be immersed in the Swedish Baptist 
Church. Then I want to go to Vashon 
Island and thank the group who prayed 
for me.” Then he would say: “How can 
I ever thank God for what He has done 
for me? I want to do more than lie 
here and thank Him with my lips. I 
have always been a leader among boys 
and men, and many of them would have 
taken the stand for Christ if I had only 
taken the lead.” Then he would say, 
“Must I go, and empty handed, thus my 
dear Redeemer meet, not one day of 
service give Him, lay no trophy at His 
feet?” 

The last evening the father lived, he 
called his daughter, and as he took her 
hand he said, “I think I am going to 
leave you; pray for me.” She stroked 
his head and said, “No, Dad, you are 
not. Go to sleep. I will pray for you.” 
Then to the two who had been playing 
cards most of the day he said, “Put the 
cards away.” With a flash they were 
gone, and the two were at his bedside. 
As all were gathered near, he asked the 
nurse to pray. With all heads bowed 
she thanked the Lord for His omnipo- 
tence in stretching out His powerful 
hand, drawing the creature nearer to 
Himself, and presenting him with His 
own blood-bought rest. This rest was 
not bought with money, or found by 
searching, or obtained by travel, but 
was received by direct dealings with 
God, who gave it as a gift to one who 
earnestly sought it. She thanked the 
Lord for the living testimony of this 
father and for that of his parents before 
him, who had taught him the way of 
life. She asked that this blessing of 
the father would rest upon his children

The next morning he was absent from 
the body, but present with the Lord.

Was 
it not God who brought him a Christian 
nurse to steady his faith when it was 
being seduced by a very attractive false 
cult? His mother taught him the true 
principles of life. “She had impressed 
in his mind the blessings and benefits 
of living in the right way, and cautioned 
him on the evils of wrong ways. Was

it not the grace of God which brought 
to him an unknown friend of his family 
to revive in his mind these teachings of 
his beloved mother, and to restore in 
him the concern for his own soul? 

His mother had instructed him in the 
Word of God, which became his Chart 
of Life. Even though he had deviated 
from the course she set, his anchor had 
been a Christian heritage, and when his 
own strength failed and he was wrestling 
with the storms of doubt, the power of 
his mother’s prayers led him through to 
the Port of Peace. 

Mother’s prayers! How we thank God 
for them!

Student Witnesses for Christ

<4 E CAME to the university with 

some belief about God and Chris- 
tianity, deciding to take up the ministry 
as a profession. His lectures led him 
to estimate for himself what he would 
believe, and what he would reject. His 
standard of judgment was only that 
which seemed to him rational. His the- 
ological professors taught him to reject 
the Bible as trustworthy. He felt cold 
and lifeless — still the ministry was his 
chosen profession. 

“About a year ago he came across a 
group of men and women who were 
outspoken in their convictions about 
God and the Bible. These students met 
each day for prayer and held meetings 
for Bible study. He was attracted to 
them, he liked their warmth, cheerful- 
ness, and sincerity, although he con- 
fesses that at that time he got little out 
of their meetings. He knew that in re- 
ality Christ meant nothing to him per- 
sonally. 

“They notified him of a student con- 
ference. He consented to come for the 
afternoon meeting, but refused to -re- 
main for supper and the evening meet- 
ing. Returning home and finding no 
rest, in spite of his determination to 
spend the night studying, he came back, 
almost unwillingly, to the evening ses- 
sion. God was speaking to him. That 
night after the meeting, he told me he 
seemed to walk for hours by himself, 
till finally yielding to Christ he gave 
his heart to the Lord without reserva- 
tion or liberal questionings. 

“I met him several months ago. He 
told me that the Christian Fellowship 
in his university had meant everything 
to him, and that God was using this 
Fellowship, he felt, to keep him true to 
God and His Word, amid the unbelief 
and liberalism of his theological college 
and university. 


“Stories similar to this could be told 
in many centers where the Fellowship is 
in existence.” 

Thus wrote C. Stacey Woods, Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Inter-Varsity 
Fellowship in a report from Canada 
some time ago. 

In November, 1928, a representative 


‘of the Inter-Varsity Fellowship of Evan- 


gelical Unions of Great Britain came to 
Canada to help students establish a true 
Christian testimony in the Universities 
of North America similar to the work 
that had been going on in British uni- 
versities for many years. 

About two years later the movement 
spread to Australia and New Zealand, 
where branches of the Inter-Varsity Fel- 
lowship were formed and are active to- 
day. 

Now in Canada there are chapters of 
the Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship 
in almost every university in the Do- 
minion, and hundreds of high school stu- 
dents are being reached and won to the 
Lord Jesus Christ by the Fellowship 
groups that have been organized in their 
schools. Many of these become strong 
Christian leaders when they enter the 
universities. 

Burdened with the need of students 
in our country, several Christian leaders 
invited representatives of the Inter- 
Varsity Christian Fellowship to come to 
the United States. The first chapter was 
launched at the University of Michigan 
in 1939. A handful of students gathered 
together forprayer and Bible study. 
Since then more than a hundred have 
been in attendance at their various meet- 
ings. 

God’s blessing has been upon the work 
in a remarkable way, as shown by the 
testimony of students from many differ- 
ent campuses. 

“You Inter-Varsity men have meant

more to me than any other human fac- 
tor during the last four years,” said a 
senior of a college in Texas to a staff 
member of the Fellowship. “I was led 
to the Saviour by one of you. I learned 
to study my Bible and to pray by being 
with another of you, and now, I have 
given my life to God as a medical mis- 
sionary.” Another university man in 
the same area relates: “I was going 
to pieces in my Christian life. None 
of the men in my house cared a hoot 
for Christ as far as I could tell. They 
seldom went to church and kidded me 
when I did. They laughed at me for 
reading my Bible. I had no place to 
pray. Then I found the Inter-Varsity 
group meeting daily in the Student 
Union. .. . Now as never before I want 
to live my life for God.” 

Last autumn, a student whom I had 
visited some months previously at her 
university on the West Coast wrote: 
“And now I must tell you the glorious 
news about our Inter-Varsity Christian 
Fellowship here. It is wonderful’ and 
makes me feel all warm inside every 
time I think of it. Because it is work- 
ing. 

“We started out in rather a bad way. 
All the boys who came last year had 
been drafted or had graduated with the 
exception of the president and I was the 
only girl. We were stumped. 

“One evening at Westminster Club 
(the Presbyterian group in the town) 
they had a very stirring meeting and 
challenged us with the fact that we were 
living our Christian lives only in theory 
and not doing anything about the other 
people around us. Well, the occasion 
was made for us. We just challenged 
them ‘back with the Inter-Varsity Fel- 
lowship, this thing that had been started, 
but which must be made to work. Why 
not get behind it and start to make our 
Christianity felt on the university 
campus? If they could do it on other 
campuses, why not here? It was like 
a wave! It was breath-taking! We 
set a time and a place and the next 
Tuesday there were thirteen kids thére 
and it has never dropped below ten since, 
even in the midst of exams. We haven’t 
a leader, —I mean a grown-up leader, — 
but we are trying to get help from 
near-by people and we are really learn- 
ing something there. 

“The campus is beginning to feel us, 
too. The day after we got started again, 
I went down to see the Chaplain of the 
university and also the head of the 
Y.W.C.A. and told them who we were 
and what we stood for, because I felt 
that they had a right to know and might 
come into contact with some kids that 
needed the help that we could give. We 
have big posters around the campus and 
a notice in the newspaper every Tues- 
day and we are going to do other things 
as soon as we get a hold. Oh, it is so 
good to see a thing like this start here 
and be a part of it. We are woefully 
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ignorant about what to do and how to 
work it, but there are at least ten of us 
here, true Christians all, ready and will- 
ing to do what we can as soon as we 
see the way. We have already had a 
couple of non-Christians come to see 
what we are all about, and I think they 
went away with some idea of what we 
were and what we stood for. It is won- 
derful and yet humbling to think how 
good God has been to us. 

“I am so glad that the Inter-Varsity 
Fellowship puts out such nice literature. 
We were just talking about HIS [little 
magazine of the I1.V.C.F.] the other day, 
and saying that it was the sort of paper 
we were proud to have around our 
rooms. It is welt written, well printed, 
and well illustrated. I have it on my 
table and any number of girls wander 
in and look it over, and I am proud to 
have them.” 

Since this was written staff members 
on the West Coast have visited the uni- 
versity several times and given much 
needed help to this new chapter. 

Reports from other chapters in Wash- 
ington and Oregon tell of Christians who 
have been strengthened in their faith, 
and unsaved who have received the 
Lord. Two Japanese girls in one uni- 
versity recently received the Lord Jesus 
Christ as Saviour. 

In Illinois a Chinese student who be- 
came a Christian, and who was built 
up in his Christian faith by the Bible 
study group on his campus, was instru- 
mental in bringing a Jewish student to 
Christ. 

At one college in the East a Chris- 
tian student spoke to several hundred 
of her fellow students personally to find 
if there was another Christian with 
whom she could have fellowship, and 
she did not find one. At another col- 
lege a Freshman girl, the only profess- 
ing Christian in her dormitory, has been 
regularly bringing about ten of her 
friends who do not know the Lord to 
a Bible study. 

A former staff member, who himself 
has come out of the darkness of agnos- 
ticism to a life yielded to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and is now on the mission field, 
wrote: “I would like to give you what 
we have found to be the philosophy of 
the average student: 

1. That everything is changing and in a 
flux, there being nothing stable. Unless 

I change along with it all and consider 

every new wind of speculation, I am not 

progressing. 


2. Because of modern education, human

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reasoning is becoming infallible and man 
is becoming self-sufficient. Sooner or 
later he will be able to solve every prob- 
lem of life. 

3. I have to sin because it is the beast in 
me, therefore I am not to blame and 
cannot be judged. 

4. There is no exaet right or wrong; such 
moral matters are relative depending 
upon the time and place. 

5. That one can’t believe until he sees is 
the scientific attitude. 


6. That the Bible is just for those who make 
it their profession and for the old people 
who are incapable of sound thinking.” 
With such pagan beliefs as this, what 

is to become of the future leaders of our 
nation if we do not endeavor to reach 
and win them to the Lord Jesus Christ? 
Let us not stand aside and blame them. 
Their minds have been poisoned against 
true teaching by those whom they con- 
sider as authorities in art, science, and 
religion. As a great student leader and 
soul-winner of a generation ago used to 
say, they are sometimes‘“more sinned 
against than sinning.” 

In recent years there never has been 
a time when students are so ready to 
hear the Gospel as now, if one comes 
to them with the right approach. Al- 
ready, staff members of the Inter-Varsity 
Christian Fellowship are in touch with 
students on 100 campuses across the 
United States. The number of conver- 
sions is increasing, and each month re- 
ports come of new student groups formed 
for daily prayer meetings and Bible 
study. Calls are continually coming 
from colleges where as yet no Christian 
testimony has been established and 
where it has not been possible to send 
a worker. 

We do thank God for what He has 
done through His servants in this move- 
ment through the past year. The num- 
ber reached, however, is small as com- 
pared with the thousands who are in 
700 colleges and universities of our land. 

Will you join in prayer that the Lord 
will strengthen and increase this Chris- 
tian testimony among students, and 
take time each day to pray for revival 
in the student world? 

In 1936, after the International Sun- 
day School Convention in Oslo, Norway, 
a German pastor said to a Sunday school 
delegate from America: “Madam, save 
the .youth of your land. We have lost 
ours.” Will you who read this help save 
our young people before it is too late? 
Many who formerly attended Sunday 
schools have drifted away, and they 
need to be visited on their campuses. 
Instead of “Education for Death” (see 
Reader’s Digest, Feb., 1942) let us bring 
them Life in Christ Jesus.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D.

Approach to the Lesson 


HE Bible, which is the Word of 
God (Rom. 10:17) is the only sure 
foundation upon which to build 
and nurture a Christian family. It is 
God Himself who “setteth the solitary 
in families” (Psa. 68:6), and He has 
designed that family relationships should 
illustrate the preciousness of heavenly 
mysteries, which we would be unable 
to comprehend otherwise. God is re- 
vealed as our Father in Heaven, whose 
heart is concerned about His children 
on earth and who pities those who fear 
Him (Psa. 103:13). He comforts as a 
mother, who enters into the sorrows of 
her children (Isa. 66:13). Every Chris- 
tian home is designed to be a little fore- 
taste of that eternal Home which shall 
be the portion of all the redeemed in 
the Father’s house (John 14:1, 2). How 
necessary and important then, that those 
who profess to know the Lord should 
seek in every way to make their family 


life a reflection of heavenly communion 
and fellowship ! 

In Old Testament times, the Jewish 
home presented the highest type of 
family affection and child-training that 
was known in the world. Paganism 
at its best never reached anything like 
the Jewish ideal as to this. But it is 
in the Christian home that we see the 
fullest development of family privilege 
and responsibility. There Christ is ever 
to have the pre-eminent place, and hus- 
band, wife, parents, children, masters, 
and servants are all called upon to live 
and behave toward one another as in 
His holy presence and as seeking His 
glory in all that they do (Eph. 5:22 to 
6:9). To this end, there should be the 
daily reading of the Scriptures and 
prayer in the family circle, when all 
together bow before the Father above 
and commit one another to His loving 
care. But besides this, the young are 
to be trained in the ways of the Lord 
and the knowledge of His Word. Where 
parents leave this to the Sunday school 
or other outside activities, they are un- 
faithful to the responsibility God has 
put upon them. Nothing can make up 
for. lack of Christian nurture at home. 


The Historical Setting 


It was on the plains of Moab, shortly 
before his own death, that Moses gave 
instruction to Israel concerning the 
ordering of their homes. This was about 
fifteen centuries before Christ came into 
the world. Timothy was converted 
through the ministry of Paul the apostle, 
largely as a result of his early instruc- 
tion in the revelation given in the Old 
Testament. 


Verse by Verse 


Deut. 6:4.—“Jehovah our God is one 
Jehovah” (R. V.). This was Israel’s 
great confession to the unity of the God- 
head, and was one of the first lessons 
taught to every child in the homes of 
the Chosen People. 


Verse 5—“Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thine heart.” The 
children in every family were to be 
brought up to recognize their responsi- 
bility to give God the first place in their 
lives. To love Him was the first and 
great commandment (Matt. 22:37, 38). 


Verse 6—“These words ... shall be 
in thine heart.” The family heads were 
to know the Word of God, and to hide 
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Lesson for November 8 


it in their own hearts. Thus they would 
be in a condition to lead the young in 
the right way. 


Verse 7.—“Thou sha]t teach them dili- — 


gently unto thy children.” To the par- 
ents was committed the responsibility 
of training the children in the knowl- 
edge of the Lord, as set forth in the 
Law of Moses, and, of course, in later 
years, in added books of the Scriptures. 

Verse 8.—“Bind them for a sign upon 
thine hand, and they shall. be-as front- 
lets between thine eyes.” In ether words, 
they were to walk and work in accord- 
ance with the Word, and it was to con- 
trol all their thinking. -In later .years, 
the Jews so literalized this: command 
that they wore strips of parchment, on 
which portions of. Scripture were writ- 
ten, in little leather boxes fastened to. 
the wrist, and bound ‘about the head 
so that they were held in place on the 
forehead between.or just above the eyes. 
It is easier to wear some such badge 
than to have a heart an@ mind ever 
subject to the truth. 


Verse 9.—“Write them upon the posts 
of thy house, and on thy gates.” This, 
too, was taken very literally by ortho- 
dox Jews, andistothisday. The deeper 
meaning is that the portals of the home 
are to be guarded by the Word of God 
and nothing permitted to enter that is 
unholy or contrary to the divine will. 
The Scriptures are to guard our doors. 


Verse 20.—‘When thy son asketh thee 
. .. What mean the testimonies... ?” 
The home is to be a school: where the 
children are taught the Holy Scriptures, 
and where their questions as to the 
meaning of the statutes of the Lord will 
be explained clearly and simply, so that 
their youthful minds may be able to 
comprehend them. 


Verse 21—“Then thou shalt say... 
the Lord brought us out of Egypt.”’ The 
annual celebration of the Passover in 
Israel was the memorial of the redemp- 
tion of the people from Egyptian bond- 
age. This. was to be made clear. to the 


children, that they, too, might rejoice: 


in the knowledge of God’s. deliverance. 
Even so today, we should see in every 
recurring observance of the Lord’s Sup- 
per the memorial of a greater redemp- 
tion, and this should be impressed upon 
the minds and hearts of all the family. 

Verse 22—“The Lord shewed’ signs 
and wonders ... before our eyes.” The 
recital of the mighty works of the Lord 
was calculated to give the’ children a 
reverence for and confidence in the One 
who had wrought so marvelously on 
behalf of the nation to which they be- 
longed. 

Verse 23.—“He brought us out... 
that he might bring us in.” . This is ever 
the way of the Lord. He delivers from 
the world that He may bring His people 
into the privileges of communion with 


Himself. Israel was called to be a sep-

arated nation, holy unto the Lord (Exod. 
19:6). “So with the Church today (1 
Pet. 2:9). If this is impressed on the 
children when young, they will be the 
more likely to follow in the same path 
in later years, when they know the 
Lord for themselves. 


Verse 24.—“‘Fear the Lord... for our 
good always.” The path of blessing is 
the path of obedience. When God’s will 
is put first, all else will fall into place 
(Matt. 6:33). Parents should be care- 
ful to explain to their children that 
God’s will is not a mere arbitrary deter- 
mination to subject all men to Himself, 
but.is all planned for the ultimate good 
and the lasting blessing of His people. 


Verse 25.—“It shall be our righteous- 
ness ...to do all these commandments.” 
It is not justifying righteousness that 
is here in view, but righteousness of 
life as evidence of subjection to the 
will of God. For us today the standard 
is far higher (Rom. 8:4). It is our 
righteousness as believers to walk in the 
Spirit, that He may give daily deliver- 


“ance from every evil tendency (Gal. 


5:16). 


2 Tim. 3:14—“Continue thou in the 
things which thou hast learned.” Timo- 
thy had been instructed carefully, in 
accordance with the passage we have 
béen considering, by his godly Jewish 
mother and grandmother (chap. 1:5). 
So when he heard the Gospel he was 
ready to receive it in all simplicity. 
Paul exhorts him to continuance in the 
study of and obedience to the sacred 
writings of the Old Testament, which 
had been the means of preparing his 
heart for the Gospel message. 

Verse 15—“From a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures.” It is a 
great thing thus to learn the Word of 
God in the family circle. Timothy’s 
mother had given heed to the command- 


_ments regarding this, as we have con- 


sidered them in Deuteronomy 6. Teach- 
ing a child the truth of Scripture is 
like placing kindling and fuel in order. 
Then when a match is struck, it bursts 
into a flame. So Timothy’s heart and 
mind had been stored with the Word. 
Paul’s preaching brought definite con- 
viction and decision, and so Timothy 
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" was made “wise unto salvation through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus.” 
The Heart of the Lesson 

It is in the child’s formative years 
that the deepest and most lasting im- 
pressions are made. Therefore the im- 
portance of teaching the young, both 
by precept and example, the truth, 
power, and authority of God’s Holy 
Word. To grow up in a home where 


, Christ is known and loved and God is 


honored and recognized by daily family 
devotions and consistency of life, means 
more than to be born heir to enormous 
wealth or to inherit a world-renowned 
name or title. The Christian home is 
a little bit of Heaven, to be enjoyed 
while. still on earth. The decline in 
family piety is one of the saddest signs 
of our times and is the root cause of 
many of the flagrant evils of the days 
we live in.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

Making Family Worship Attractive. 
Parents should be careful so to conduct 
the period ef family devotion as to make 
it interesting and helpful to the children. 
Select such Scriptures as the child mind 
can grasp. Question the children to 
make sure they understand. Let the 
season of prayer be vital and definite. 
Inquire if the children have special re- 
quests to bring before God. Lead all 
to feel that it is a great privilege, not 
merely a duty, thus to draw nigh to 
Him. 

Parents should not become discour- 
aged if all the children do not respond 
in the same way to Christian instruction. 
Sometimes truth lies dormant in the 
heart and mind for years, and then 
seems to spring into life, and bears 
abundant fruit. The promise is, “Train 
up [or literally, dedicate] a child in the 
way he should go: and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it” (Prov. 22:6). 
Cling to the Word, remembering. you 
are dealing with a covenant-keeping 
God, as you pray for the children’s con- 
version. 


Applications and Summaries 
It is the will of God to save the 


households of His people; therefore one 
can intercede for this in full confidence 


— 
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that he is praying according to the 
divine will. 

A Christian father was dying, leaving 
several children not yet saved. When 
one spoke of the sadness of this, the 
dying man replied, “I do not have to 
live to keep tab on the promises of God. 
I die, relying on His Word.” 

Remember that example is better 
than precept. If the lives of Christian 
parents are inconsistent, the children 


will be quick to realize it, and will be '

The Busy Men's Comer

At Old Siwash—And thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy children (Deut. 
6:7). I know a college whose dean, on 
assuming his position, told the ‘student 
body there was only one thing worthy 
of worship, and that one thing was 
beauty. There was another professor 
in the same college, who is so nearly 
atheistic that he is reported to have ridi- 
culed that most precious of all Psalms 
known as “The Twenty-third Psalm.” 

I have a friend who lives near this 
college, but who is sending his daughter 
to a Southern college. I said to him, 
“Why don’t you send your daughter to 
the college so near home?” 

He replied, “I sent my son to that col- 
lege and, notwithstanding the fact that 
he had been carefully brought up in a 
Christian home, influences in the insti- 
tution destroyed all his religion, and he 
became almost an atheist.” 

As I write this note that college has 
called a new president. Within a week 
he has made an address at a meeting 
which Mrs. Ridgway and my brother 
attended, and in his address he stressed 
the importance of teaching the prin- 
ciples of religion and all the other vir- 
tues in the home, and not depending 
upon the college. 

I had written to this president calling 
his attention to the influences that had 
been in full force for some time, and 
stated I hoped that his administration 
would work a great change. When I 
was told of the nature of the president’s 
address I took on a broad smile, but it 
was a hopeful one. The president’s plea 
for home teaching, as will be seen from 
this text, is entirely Biblical. Let us 
hope his administration will be Biblical. 


“In. On. By. For.”—Continue thou 
in the things which thou hast learned 
(2 Tim. 3:14). The subject of our lesson 
is “Christian Nurture in the Family.” 
The whole success of our democratic 
form of government depends upon the 
training of the coming generation. 

Our land, by and large, is a Christian 
land. It is dotted all over by church 
towers and steeples, and as I write this 
note churches are going up rapidly all 
over the land, especially in the South. 

Our public schools have developed into 
what are called “Consolidated Schools,” 


‘which are really little colleges, with all 


the college attachments such as secret 
societies, customs as to clothes, and so 
on; but, as a rule, outside of the in- 
fluences brought in in some sections by 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
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through the Hi-Y and Gra-Y organiza- - 


tions, there is no religious teaching. 

Someone has said every town is made 
up of four different kinds of men. Those 
who live in the town —retired farmers, 
who move in to rest and take it easy. 
Those who live on the town—like 
loafers and “dead beats.” Those who 
live by the town—.Jlike merchants and 
professional men. Those who live for 
the town—who support, by their in- 
terest and money, the churches, com- 
merce bodies, and all else that makes a 
town. Ninety per cent of these people 
will be found to be those who belong to 
our churches and have been brought up 
in the nurture of the Lord, 

When we have our “drives” for the 
hospital, Red Cross, Visiting Nurse, Wel- 
fare, and the various Christian associa- 
tions, we get our support almost entirely 
from those people who have been 
brought up in Christian homes, where 
among the teachings is that of gener- 
osity toward all good work. 


Real Teachers—From a child thou 
hast known the holy scriptures, which

(2 Tim, 3:15). Paul is talking to Timo- 
thy, the young man whom he discovered 
and whom he was training to be his 
successor. Timothy came to this high 


position entirely from the fact, as we 


read in the Scriptures, that he had been 
trained and taught by his mother and 
grandmother. 

One of the greatest writers of Eng- 
land was John Ruskin. He was a mas- 
ter of English prose, and his books are 
masterpieces, especially his great work 
called “Modern Painters.” 


In his autobiography Mr, Ruskin tells’ 


how his mother compelled him to com- 
mit to memory great passages of the Bible. 
He could repeat, for example, almost 
all of Psalm 119. He said he considered 
this requirement by his mother, to get 
by heart these choicest passages of 
Scripture, which were also the choicest 
pieces of literature, the secret of his 
whole success as a clear and interesting 
writer. 

One of Ruskin’s great books is called 
“Fors Clavigera.” It consists of a series 


of addresses which he made to a group- 


of English workmen, 
If any reader wants something fine 


to read along about Christmas time, go’ 


to the library and get this copy of 
Ruskin, and read the twelfth chapter. 
He wrote the chapter one Christmas 


while sitting by the bier upon which lay . 


his dead mother. 


In his “Fors” he says no teacher should’ 


be entrusted with the education of a 
child unless that teacher is a thorough 
believer in the Lord Jesus Christ, with 
the life ordered along the lines laid 
down by the Master. 
Mr. Ruskin is advising his readers to 
be most careful in the selection of 
schools and teachers,

OD planned that every home should 

be happy. He forbade Christians 
marrying non-Christians. He made the 
husband head of the family, with the 
command that he should cherish his wife 
as his own body. He commanded that 
parents should train up the children in 
the way they should go, definitely in the 
way of the Lord. He commanded chil- 
dren to obey their parents. With these 
commands obeyed, a home must be 
happy; it could not be otherwise. 


But men defeat God’s purpose in the 
home by disobeying His commands. We 
have mixed marriages, a Christian with 
a non-Christian. That is a bad start, for 
there can be no united training or teach- 
ing the children in the way of the Lord. 
Too often there is positive disagreement 
between Father and Mother as to the 
training, and how quickly the children 
sense that! 


Your strongest teaching for the chil- 
dren today is the Memory Verse, “Chil- 
dren, obey your parents in all things; 
for this is well pleasing unto the Lord” 
(Col. 3:20). 


What does “obey” mean? To do what 
you are told. . 


Psychologically, it means to the child 
either giving up his will for the will of 
his parents, or making his will coincide 
with that of his parents. These may 
sound the same, but they are not. The 
first is what our parents used to cell 
“breaking his spirit,” a foolish and tragic 
thing, for the child whose spirit is 
broken goes through life with an in- 
feriority complex, a weakling. Happy is 
the child whose parents so inspire him 
with love and respect that he wills to 
do their will. 


Far too much time and attention have 
been given to teaching children to ex- 
press themselves. Occasional children 
need this, but the average child has no 
difficulty whatever in letting the world 
know what he wants. He needs teach- 
ing in obedience. Of course I am per- 
fectly aware this is old-fashioned talk. 
Modern parents allow the child full free- 
dom of action and thought, giving him 
adult privileges with an infant mind, 
and what a sad result we see,— young 
people with wrong conceptions of life, 
with no,regard for the law of man or 
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God. Oh, that we could bring some old- 
fashioned obedience into our homes to- 
day! 

Obedient children help to make a 
happy home. 

Give your children a little personality 
test today. Ask them these questions: 

1, How many of you mind Daddy or 
Mother just as soon as they speak? 

2. How many mind, but when they get 
ready? 

3. How many children argue about the 
command? 

4. How many obey, but grumblingly, 
inwardly rebelling? 

5. How many refuse to obey?. 

6. How many say they will obey, and 
then do not do it? 

Ask these questions, and tell them you 
want honest answers. 

Just what kind of child are you? 

If you are not the kind that you should 
be, there is One who can help you, and 
that is the Lord Jesus Christ. Let Him 
come into your heart and He will change 
your heart, so you will be loving and 


obedient in the home, and help to make’ 


everyone in it happy.

_ For Junior Teachers

O MOST of you boys and girls play 

house? How many prefer to be one 
of the parents when playing? How 
many, one of the children? Real par- 
ents have some real jobs to attend to, 
in God’s plan for a happy home. From 
your lists (see last week’s article) what 
are some reasons why God included a 
father in a home? a mother? I wonder 
what kind of men and women you boys 
and girls would grow up to be if you 
had no fathers and mothers. Now think. 
What are some of the things you would 
not do, or would do, if Dad and Mother 
did not teach you different? Do you 
sometimes wish they weren’t so strict 
and so “fussy”? Just remember, God 
has given them the great responsibility 
of bringing you up right, and that may 
not be so easy! Here’s another thought 
for you—when you show enough good 
judgment and self-control to make your- 
self do right, they won’t have to make 
you. 

When I was a girl, it took three or 
four strands of wire, usually barbed 
wire, too, to keep the cows in the pas- 
ture. Now many of our neighbors use 
only one strand of wire. It looks so 
easy for the cows to get under or go 
over. But just watch them feed. Their 
heads go up close to the wire, even 
under it, but they do not try to go 
farther. Why not? They have learned 
better. Yes, it took some punishment, 
the shock from the electric current in 
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the wire. But now the farmers do not 
even have to have an electric eurrent 
in the wire. The cows behave theni- 
selves. If dumb cows, that you can’t 
explain reasons to, can learn right and 
wrong about the pasture fence, don’t you 
think bright boys and girls, who can be 
told things, ought to learn right and 
wrong? But of course, if the cows be- 
gin getting out, the farmer puts on the 
electric current punishment again until 
they do right. So, if you persist ‘in dis- 
obeying, your parents have to keep on 
being strict and perhaps punishing you. 
But if you do what is right and .behave 
yourself, you will get along happily and . 
the rules won’t bother you any more 
than the electric fence bothers the cows 
who graze in the pasture where they 
belong. 

Some of you said that you wanted to 
be parents when you played house. I 
am going to divide you “parents” into 
two groups. One will be Old -Testa- 
ment parents; the other, New Testament. 
The rest of the class will be divided into 
Old Testament children and New- Testa- 
ment children. Each one of. you may 
choose a name from the part of the Bible 
you represent. Each of you, when called 
upon, will read some Bible command 
which God gave in your day. (In mak- 
ing the divisions, keep in mind the num- 
ber of verses on hand in each group. 
You will have to disregard exact chron- 
ology, as children will no doubt choose 
familiar names before the giving of the 
law and the writing of Proverbs, The 
girls may have difficulty in thinking of 
feminine New Testament names. The 
following may be suggested: Mary, Jo- 
anna, Salome, Priscilla, Lois, Eunice, 
Phebe, Chloe. Pass each child a slip 
of paper rolled like a scroll about a 
matchstick, bearing a Bible verse or 
verses. As far as possible, see ‘that 
verses addressed to fathers are given 
to boys and those about women to. girls. 
Call on each child, using his chosen 
Bible name. Old Testament parents: 
Deut. 6:4-7; Prov. 19:18; 22:6; 29:15, 17; 
31:13, 27. Old Testament children: 
Exod.: 20:12; Lev. 20:9; Prov. 128;:20: 11; 
28:24; 29:1; 30:17. New -Testament -par- 
ents: Eph. 6:4; Col. 3:21; Titus 2:4; 1 
Tim. 3:12. New Testament children: 
Matt. 19:19; Eph. 6:1; Memory Verse; 
1 Tim. 5:4; 2 Tim. 3:14-16.) : 

Deuteronomy 6:7 and Colossians 3:21 
may be copied on one page of the book- 
let and Exodus 20:12a and Ephesians 6:1 
on the opposite. When you play house 
with other children this week, you can 
practice these commands in your book- 
lets. Learn to be both good “parents” 
and good “children.” Perhaps you have 
something to add to your list of what 
your parents do for you. Now begin 
on a new page a list of “How I Can 
Make My Family Happier.” Put -first, 
“Obey my parents.” (Other lessons will 
add to this.)

4 OULD it help if we pray for a 

young man who swears?” asked 
Johnny; coming in from the alfalfa field 
where he and Jimmy were helping the 
men. 


“Of course it would,” we assured him, 
and later we told “a young man who 
swears” that two small boys were pray- 
ing. 

Jimmy continued to consider prayer. 
“Most of the pictures of prayer show 
folks kneeling or bowing their heads. 
Why doesn’t someone paint a picture of 
a football player lifting a prayer to God 
as he runs onto the field; or show an 
airplane pilot taking off with God in 
his mind?” 


These small boys, through home train- 
ing, are making a personal acquaintance 
with God, and we trust that this fel- 
lowship may grow deeper ‘as harder 
problems perplex them. 


Why should a family have Christian 
education in the home? Do you recall 
outstanding Christians whose home back- 
ground gave emphasis to spiritual 
things? The realization that God can 
do things for them, and that: He loves 
them personally is a most important 
fortification in the training of children. 
Three of such points are brought into 
our lesson Scripture (Deut. 6:4-9, 20-25; 
2 Tim. 3: 14, 15). 

1.“When thy son asketh thee... 
thou shalt say ... the Lord brought 
us out.” Speak naturally to children 
about the Lord, and tell them, very 
soon, about His saving grace and love. 
“God is just as real to our children 
as we are,” a neighbor told us, “for we 
constantly recognize His presence in our 
home.” “Isn’t the Lord good to us!” 
should be heard often in our conversa- 
tion. 

2. “Scriptures . . . are able to make 
thee wise unto salvation through faith 
which is in Christ Jesus.” “Reading the 
Bible is having a tremendous effect on my 
thinking and my conduct,” commented 
a young person who has recently been 
reading it a great deal. What part does 
the Bible have in your home life? How 
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can you make it more prominent? Does 
the family take part in reading it to- 
gether? 

3. “Continue thou in the things which 
thou hast learned.” Knowledge is no 
good until used, and the Lord never gives 
a furlough to those who choose to fol- 
low Him. If a Christian departs from 
fellowship with God, he or she is “away 
without leave.” 


The Lord, in order to keep a conscious- 
ness of Himself before growing Jewish 
boys, provided object lessons to be taught 
and observed. “At the age of three a 
Jewish boy put on the fringed clothing 
(Num. 15:38); at five he was taught the 
law, the creed (Deut. 6:4), the Hallel 
(Psa. 114-118, 136); on his thirteenth 
birthday he became a member of the 
Jewish Church, was brought to the syn- 
agogue on ‘the Sabbath of Phylacteries,’ 
and presented with the phylacteries, 
which he henceforth wore at his daily 
prayer” (“The Bible Reader’s Encyclo- 
peedia and Concordance,” by the Rev. 
W. M. Clow, D.D., p. 153). 

Notice how significant were the Scrip- 
tures used in the phylacteries. They 
told of redemption (Exod. 13:2-10), God’s 
choice of life and service (Exod. 13:11- 
17), His plan for spiritual growth (Deut. 


——— 
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6:4-9), His promise of blessing (Deut. 
11: 13-22). 

Sometimes, however, this religious 
background did not reach the heart, and 
the lives consequently were barren. The 
training of grandmother Lois and mother 
Eunice bore rich fruit in the life of 
young Timothy. Read 1 and 2 Timothy 
to see what a blessing he became as he 
grew older. 


Is Curist In Your Home? 


What means may we use for Chris- 
tian nurture in our own homes? Bring an 
exhibit of devotional material, such as 
“Streams in the Desert,” by Mrs. Cowman, 
the Keswick Calendar, Bible storybooks, 
Bible dictionaries, concordances, fiction 
with Christian foundation, Christian mag- 
azines, wall mottoes, missionary offering 
boxes, copies of table blessings, and 
anything else that would suggest a Chris- 
tian home environment. Encourage the 
girls to help in building this exhibit, 
and in presenting a demonstration to 
an adult audience on Christian nurture 
in the home.

Wip- 
ing her tear-stained face with the back 
of her chubby hand, she replied, “She 
doesn’t call him any name; she likes 
him !” 

But I am sure you could tell me many 
things about your home if I asked some 
questions; and about your parents and 
brothers and sisters or other members 
of the household; the location of your 
home and a fair description of the house 
and premises. Then if I let you talk 
without questions, you “would tell me 
some of the things uppermost in your 
mind about your home—some things 
that would never occur to me, a stranger. 
If you could be confidential and frank 
with me you might tell me of some un- 
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comfortable things in your home life, as 
well as some of the things that give you. 
real pleasure. 


Suppose you think of your home as 
one of God’s most important gifts to 
you. He designed the home knowing | 
what a blessing it could be, and the 
emphasis of today’s lesson is that at 
the same time He gave a Book of Direc- 
tions showing how to make the home 
a real blessing to every member in it. -: 
The Book has very little to say about 
how to provide food and clothing,- or 
the ordinary comforts we associate with 
the thought of home. It deals mainly 
with the home’s relationship -to the 
Giver, and relationships between the 
members of the home.

N OUR Young People’s Prayer Meet- 
ing last week, we considered the 

“Christian Bases for World Peace.” We 
found that God’s Word shows that there 
will be no lasting, universal peace until 
the Lord Jesus comes again to set up 
His universal Kingdom over the whole 
earth, and all nations are subject to His 
laws and are controlled by the right- 
eous government of the King of kings 
and Lord of lords. 

But we also saw, last week, that the 
realization that lasting universal peace 
can come only with the return of the 
Lord Jesus is no reason for refusing to 
do all that we can now to secure and 
maintain that measure of peace possible 
in this present age. Until the Lord re- 
turns we are obligated as Christians to 
support organized, lawful government 
(Rom. 13:1-7). When that government 
is attacked and its existence threatened 
we have a duty to support it and, if 
necessary, take up arms to defend it so 
that a just peace may be won. It will 
be seen therefore that, in the present 
age, it sometimes may be necessary to 
fight to promote peace.

The verses chosen for our Scripture 
reading for this week’s prayer meeting 
have been the subject of much discus- 
sion and have frequently been misinter- 
preted in the Christian church. They 
are part of the Sermon on the Mount, 
the code of laws of the Kingdom of 
Heaven, about which the Lord Jesus 
was teaching His disciples. That King- 
dom, rejected nationally by the Jews 
and for a time held in abeyance, will 
be set up when the Lord Jesus returns. 
This code will then be the law which 
will go forth from Mount Zion. It does 
not constitute the rules of life for the 
Christian in this dispensation.

The mistake of applying this Kingdom 

code to the present age is as tragic as 
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if believers, on the strength of Isaiah 
11:6-9, should go out unarmed into the 
jungle to live with the wild animal life. 
Animal nature has not yet been changed, 
and consequently such a venture would 
be foolhardy and disastrous. Likewise, 
the nations of this world have not yet 
been brought under the control of the 
Lord Jesus. Some of them are undoubt- 
edly motivated by demon ferces. The 
limits to which they may go God has 
definitely fixed, but, under His all-wise 
planning, some of them are allowed to 
continue in their evil ways for a sea- 
son until the sum of their iniquity is 
completed. To apply these rules of the 
Kingdom in Matthew 5 in dealing with 
outlaw nations is just as mistaken and 
disastrous as to hope to control the ani- 
mal Kingdom by love before animal 
nature is changed.

Force must still be used to control 
criminal elements in our civil life. Pun- 
ishment for crime must be meted out 
and steps must be taken to prevent con- 
firmed evildoers from preying on society. 
We have not yet reached that time where 
a frenzied drunkard or a raving maniac 
can be controlled by a soft-spoken word 
or gentle treatment. The blackjack and 
the strait jacket aré still necessary if the 
innocent or helpless are to be protected. 
Just so, armies and guns and bombs and 
battleships and airplanes are necessary 
to bring under control mad or outlaw 
nations, and they will be needed until 
the Lord returns to keep such nations 
from exploiting weaker or helpless 
nations.

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But does all this mean that there is 
nothing in the Sermon on the Mount 
or in the particular verses of our Scrip- 
ture lesson for believers in this age? 
Not at all. While these laws are not 
intended as the rules of life for be- 
lievers, nevertheless they embody many 
principles of Christian conduct that are 
always operative and are in fact en- 
joined upon believers in their conduct 
one toward another, — as individuals, not 
as nations. They do not set aside the 
civil law, but they show the kind of 
conduct that believers should voluntar- 
ily exhibit in their dealings with other 
believers, because of the love of Christ 
working in their hearts. When seen in 
the lives of believers, these principles 
become examples to those who do not 
love and serve Christ. When the world 
has before it the example of a body 
of believers free from hatred and con- 
tention and envy and bitterness, then 
perhaps the world will begin to take 
more seriously the message of the 
church.

And what message of the church will 
make the greatest contribution to right- 
eous peace? It is the old, old, funda- 
mental message of a Saviour who has 
died that all who will may have life 
through belief on Him. So-called Chris- 
tian nations of today have not been per- 
fect, nor will they ever be so. But the 
pages of history are unmistakable in 
their testimony that, in nations where 
there has been a considerable number 
of truly Christian people enlightened by 
the Word of God, there has been a dis- 
position to maintain a righteous gov- 
ernment and to live at peace with the 
other nations of the world.

Germany is reaping today the whirl- 
wind of a people led away from the 
faith once for all delivered to the saints 
by so-called higher criticism and mate- 
rialism which struck at the very foun- 
dations of .the Christian church by dis- 
crediting God’s Word and denying the 
cardinal teachings of the Christian faith. 

Italy is an example of a land where 
the Bible has been kept from the masses, 
and where a corrupt church has sought 
to control and stifle the thinking of its 
people. 

Japan has turned her back on a clear 
Christian testimony of faithful Christian 
missionaries of former years, and has 
embraced officially a heathen, demon 
worship cult.

“He 
had a herd o’ Holsteins, big, black-and- 
white cows that would give twenty 
quarts o’ milk a day. One of ’em had 
a little heifer, cream-white all over, ex- 
cept for a mouse-gray spot in the mid- 
dle o’ her forehead. We named her 
Creamy.

Once a week Pappy 
would go up there an’ shake out a bag 
o’ salt on a flat rock.

HAveRForD, Pa. 
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Evangelizing Russians in 
This Country 


PICTURE of the religious situation 
in Russia was given in an editorial 
in the Times (June 27) based on an in- 
terview with Professor I. V. Neprash, 
the representative in this country of a 
very large body of believers in Russia. 
The unusual amount of correspondence 
received by Professor Neprash as a re- 
sult of this article shows how great is 
the interest in things Russian. 
Dr. Neprash, former professor, pastor, 
and editor, is the founder and director 
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of the Russian Missionary Service, with 
wide activities in Russia and in many 
other countries. Since Russia is closed 
for any missionary work, it was decided 
to reach Russians in this land, of whom 
there are 400,000, besides 1,000,000 
Ukrainians, whose language Dr. Neprash 
also uses. 


The plan is to publish hundreds of 
thousands of specially selected Gospel 
tracts, and to this end addresses of Rus- 
sians and Ukrainians are needed. There 
are doubtless many readers of the Trues! 
who will be glad to help in this soul- 
saving campaign by securing such ad- 
dresses and sending them to Dr. Neprash. 
The names of such coworkers will not 
be revealed. Addresses of Russians and 
Ukrainians are preferred, rather than of 
Jews, as there are organizations devoted 
entirely to the work among them. 


It was decided recently to publish a 
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quarter of a million specially selected 
tracts. A Christian businessman is pay- 
ing for the whole output, because he sees 
the importance of reaching Russians who 
are scattered literally throughout the 
country. The campaign will be effective 
only if addresses are secured. 
If anything beside the name is known, 
such as nationality, education, attitude 
toward the Gospel, etc., this informa- 
tion will also be useful. This is a soul- 
saving campaign, and not merely distri- 
bution of tracts, and the above 
“Nnformation will help to carry on cor- 
respondence with those who show any 
spiritual response. Besides the tracts, 
Gospel portions, and in special cases, 
New Testaments, will be mailed free. It 
is a complicated ministry, but is under- 
taken with trust in the Lord, and sin- 
cere confidence in the co-operation of 
those to whom souls are precious, Prayer 
is needed and greatly appreciated. 
Addresses of Russian and Ukrainian 
believers are also needed, because 
through them the local distribution can 
be carried on. Correspondence should 
be addressed to: The Russian Missionary 
Service, 6325 Burbridge St., Philadelphia.
